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REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 
1 . Claims 1 -8, 1 3-1 6 are allowable over cited prior art. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record Shen and Bradly fails to teach "a division factor of the frequency divider and a 
ratio between the center frequency and the first frequency are determined by the one of 
at least two frequency bands, wherein the first frequency has a ratio of N/(N+ 1) or N/(N- 
1) to the center frequency, and wherein N is the division factor" as describe in 
independent claims 1, 3, 4, and 8. These limitations, in combination with the remaining 
limitations in claims 1, 3, 4, and 8 are not taught nor suggested by the prior art of 
record.
